Dear Fellow-Ministers: 


Tonight Princeton Seminary will begin 
its 158th year with the opening convo- 
cation in Miller Chapel. New members 
of the community will be welcomed, 
including more than fifty who have 
come from lands other than the United 
States. They will form what is perhaps 
the largest international group in any 
theological seminary, and their contri- 
bution to the life of the Seminary will 
be enormous. They are a microcosm of 
the world Christian community, which 
God in His faithfulness has planted in 
every corner of the globe. : 

In July there was a meeting of Prince- 
ton Seminary alumni in Nairobi, Kenya, 
the occasion of a bountiful African 
feast attended also by Church and Uni- 
versity officials. | had gone to Nairobi 
as part of a team responsible for plan- 
ning the next meeting of the General 
Council of the World Reformed Alliance, 
scheduled to be held in Nairobi on 
August 20-30, 1970. The Alliance has 
grown in recent years to include 112 
member churches, with most of the new 
members located in Asia and Africa. 
The two to join most recently, for ex- 


ample, are Burmese and Indonesian. — 


Meeting in Nairobi is testimony to the 
increasing significance of these so- 
called younger churches in the world 
Christian fellowship.

Opening Convocation 


September 16 marked the opening 
Convocation of the 158th year of Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary. Participants 
were President James |. McCord, Dean 
Arthur M. Adams, Dr. Elmer G. Homrig- 
hausen and Dr. Otto Piper, Manson 
Professor of New Testament, Emeritus. 

Speaking to the incoming students 
on “Ministry in a Revolutionary Time,” 
Dr. McCord said: “Yours will be a min- 
istry of reconciliation, of breaking down 
barriers, of overcoming polarities, of 
ministering to human need, and of lead- 
ing your people into a new vision of 
what it is to be fully human on this 
good earth where God has put us and 


which we have succeeded. in corrupting. _ 


In all this and for all this there will be 


one paradigm, Jesus Christ, the man for — :

The Reverend Dr. George E. Sweazey, 
Moderator of the 181st General Assem- 
bly of the United Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S.A., and Minister of the Web- 
ster Groves Presbyterian Church in 
Webster Groves (St. Louis), Missouri, 
spoke at the opening Service of Wor- 
ship for the Seminary community on 
September 14 in Miller Chapel. He 
stressed the need for the Church to 
step to the “beat of a distant drum- 
mer,” to be the citizens of a higher 
colony and to avoid the corruption of 
“going native” in our separate cultures 
and nationalities. 

Recognizing the existence of evil 
within the structure of any organization, 
the Moderator pointed to the possibili- 
ties of the good and urged all prospec- 


tive ministers to address themselves to 
this good, rather than to the bad. He 
expressed his confidence in today’s 
changing structures as a means of 
bringing the Church into the 20th Cen- 
tury—and the First. Speaking on the 
so-called polarization between the so- 
cial gospel and the personal gospel, 
Dr. Sweazey reminded the audience 
that “We have never had a choice be- 
tween the two, and the world will never 
have enough of either one.” 

The Moderator emphasized the urgen- 
cy of incorporating the rich and the 
poor, the conservative and the liberal, 
the black and the white, the young and 
the old into one great Church. “Only 
then,” he concluded, “will we have a 
church great enough for God.”

Seventeen Area Chairmen were pres- 
ent for a luncheon meeting on October 
13 of the Alumni Pastors Committee of 
the Erdman Hall Fund. Committee 
Chairman Melvin R. Campbell '36 pre- 
sided at the meeting, which was at- 
tended also by Steering Committee 
Chairman David B. Watermulder '45, 
Alumni Giving Chairman C. Frederick 
Mathias ’57 and members of the Semi- 
nary Development Staff. 

Following a brief welcome and state- 
ment of purpose Chairman Campbell 
called on Dr. Watermulder for an over- 
all progress report. Dr. Watermulder 
traced the highlights of the campaign 
to date and re-emphasized the need for 
continuing education. “What we’re do- 
ing,” he said, “is right in tune with the 
times, for the fund will provide the 
facilities and the endowment to enable 
the Seminary to help us to minister 
more effectively in today’s world.” 

Dr. Watermulder reported that a to- 
tal of $441,890.16 has been received 
in cash and pledges, with another 
$163,000 in tentative commitments 
from alumni pastors, bringing the grand 
total to $604,891.16. “This is a mar- 
velous start,’ he said, “and a great 
tribute to the leadership which Mel 
Campbell and you men are giving to 
this campaign.” 

Dr. Campbell also had a word of praise 
for the Area Chairmen and their com- 
mittees. ‘“We’re off to a wonderful start,” 
he declared, “and | have every reason 
to believe that we can reach our goal 
of $1,590,000, hopefully by June of 
next year.” 

The Chairman then called on each 
representative to report on the activities 
of his committee since the campaign 
was Officially launched on June 3. Writ- 
ten progress reports were also presented 
from the Area Chairmen who were un- 
able to be present for the meeting. 

The committee recessed at one 
o'clock to join the Development Com- 
mittee and other members of the Board 
of Trustees for lunch in the small din- 
ing room of the Campus Center, where 
President McCord publicly thanked the 
men for their efforts in behalf of the 
Seminary. Following the luncheon the 
meeting continued with a helpful shar- 
ing of ideas and experiences. “A great 
meeting!” was the unanimous verdict 
of the pastors when the session ended

In Memoriam 


Orion Cornelius Hopper 
1889 -1969 


The Reverend Dr. Orion C. Hopper, 
Alumni Secretary Emeritus of Princeton 
Theological Seminary and for twenty- 
two years minister of Newark’s Mem- 
orial Presbyterian Church, died in 


Princeton Hospital on August 31 after 
a brief illness. He would have been 
eighty years old on September 5. 

Dr. Hopper spent forty-seven years 
in the Presbyterian ministry. He was 
ordained in 1922 by Brooklyn-Nassau 
Presbytery, serving first as assistant 
minister of Central Presbyterian Church, 
Brooklyn, and then as Instructor of 
Bible and Religion and Y.M.C.A. Secre- 
tary at Lafayette College, Easton, Penn- 
sylvania. From 1923 to 1929 he served 
the First Presbyterian Church of Cran- 
ford, New Jersey, first as assistant min- 
ister, then as minister. He went to 
Memorial Church in Newark in 1929, 
remaining until he assumed his duties 
at Princeton in 1951. 

While in Newark Dr. Hopper became 
the first Protestant chaplain of the 
city’s Department of Public Affairs. He 
was also chaplain to the Newark chap- 
ter of the Lions Club and had earlier 
been a charter member and the first 
president of the Cranford Lions. For 
fifteen years he wrote the weekly 
“Healthy Goodness” column for the 
church page of the Elizabeth, New Jer- 
sey, Daily Journal, 

Married in 1922 to the former Julia 
Margaret Weitzel of Brooklyn, Dr. Hop- 
per saw his two sons follow him into 
the ministry and his daughter marry a 
clergyman. The Reverend Orion C. Hop- 
per, Jr., ’48, currently administers a 
research project at the Cornell Medical 
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School; and the Reverend David H. Hop- 
per, ‘53, is Chairman of the Department 
of Religion at Macalester College, St. 


- Paul, Minnesota. The daughter, Julia — 
Margaret, 53, is married to the Rev-— 
erend George D. Colman, Director of 
Urban Ministry for the United Presby- | 


terian Synod of Michigan. Mrs. Hopper 
is presently residing at 59 Red Hill 
Road in Princeton. 

Dr. Hopper was graduated from Lafay- 
ette College in 1919, after an educa- 


tional career interrupted by service in. 
the U.S. Navy Hospital Corps from 


1917 to 1919. After his theological 


studies at-Princeton Seminary, he com- | 
pleted graduate work at Biblical Semi- 


nary, New York, and Drew Theological 
Seminary, Madison, New Jersey. 


Following his retirement as Alumni © 
Secretary and Director of Placement | 


at Princeton Seminary, Dr. Hopper re- 
turned to the pastoral ministry. He was 


the organizing minister of the Hills- 


borough United Presbyterian Church of

Dear Fellow-Ministers: 

It is always tempting to look at new 
trends in the light of the past. We have 
interpreted the current interest in urban 
ministry as a kind of new missionary 
impulse, and it is interesting to note 
that this year’s speaker for the Stu- 
dents’ Lectureship on Missions was Dr. 
Richard H. Luecke, Director of Studies 
for the Urban Training Center in Chi- 
cago. The growth of field education pro- 





grams has been evaluated as a return 
to the early days of American minis- 
terial training, when young men were 
apprenticed to respected pastors to 
“read divinity” and observe the practice 
of the ministry. New curricular pat- 
terns are compared to older systems of 
university training in theology, and new 
institutional patterns to earlier experi- 
ments in the federation of faculties. 


Such comparisons are helpful and 
can often prevent our duplicating past 
errors. But mirror images reverse things, 
and we must look for the inconsisten- 
cies of examining new ideas solely on 
the basis of historical parallels. It is 
also true that each age has a unique- 
ness of its own, and no past response 
is sufficient to meet its demands or 
challenges. Arnold Toynbee’s A STUDY 
OF HISTORY has taught us that. 


There can be no doubt that the great 
cities of our time are a challenge as 
great in dimension as the mission fields 
that opened up a century ago. But 
urban America is not the African bush 
or even the provincial capitals of China. 
The American cities must be dealt with 
on their own terms, including the exis- 
tence of wealthy and powerful suburbs 
that share a genuine concern for and 
stake in the health of the cities which 
gave them birth. We were late in realiz- 
ing that mission is a two-way street 
and that our daughter churches had 
much to teach us. Partnership in mis- 
sion is still in its infancy. We cannot 
ignore the need for an urban “ecu- 
menical relation” that links inner-city 
congregation with suburban church in 
a relationship which shares insights 
and leadership, responsibilities and 
privileges. The suburban church, with 
its genius in programming and partici- 
pation, may indeed be a newer and 
tougher frontier than the inner city 
itself. 

New patterns of theological educa- 
tion are equally susceptible of over- 
simplification. In the next decade we 
shall see an increase in experiments 
aimed at merging or clustering schools, 
and some of these are unquestionably 
needed. But such a move may only 
postpone the harder question: How 
many first-rate theological schools can 
be adequately staffed and supported? 
The basic goal of all new patterns must 
be a stronger ministry for the church of 
the 1970's and the decades to follow. 
All of us rejoice in the increased aca- 
demic competence of today’s students 
and in the curricular freedom made 
possible by better undergraduate prepa- 
ration. However, there is always the 
peril that this new freedom will be the 
occasion to fritter away time and op- 
portunity. 

In the midst of the ferment that 
characterizes every campus today, even 
the pattern of chapel is not excluded. 
Because of the number and the im- 
portance of many issues, chapel ser- 


vices have sometimes assumed the 
semblance of a forum. Chapel services | 
are still well attended, and Miller | 
Chapel is still the focal point of the | 
Seminary community. One of the staff 
reminded us, though, that worship has 
another purpose than the hammering | 
out of issues or the intellectual en- 
lightenment of the congregation. Here 
we must continue to lay primary em-_ 
phasis on the only basis of our com- | 
munity life, our dependence upon the 
living God and our personal faith in 
Jesus Christ. 

It is even appropriate to warn that 
modern ministry requires three or even 
four years of intensive preparation. The 
current student generation is strongly 
oriented to service, just as our church 
is strongly oriented to mission. None- 
theless, there is all the more reason 
to emphasize the most thorough prepa- 
ration and training. A myriad of pro- 
grams can shoot off in all directions. 
What is needed is the deepest under- 
standing of the nature of the Gospel 
and the complex problems of modern 
man. 

In these areas, as in every dimension | 
of the Seminary’s life, we seek the 
counsel and cooperation of Princeton’s 
alumni. You can help us evaluate what 
we are doing and what we should do 
by letting us know how your ministry 
could have been helped by different 
emphasis in the curriculum or by the 
availability of other resources. I 

The program of continuing education | 
has done a great deal toward this end. | 
It has produced an added benefit in- 
bringing to the campus, and into the 
table fellowship of the refectory, the 
viewpoints and experiences of those al- 
ready in the ministry for which most of 
our students are preparing. The new | 
Program of Teaching Churches is) 
strengthening this communication by | 
keeping the Seminary in close touch 
with the pastors who are working with | 
a large number of our current students. : 

Princeton Seminary was founded to | 
provide the kind of theological educa- | 
tion the Church must have for its) 
ministry. We need to reevaluate it al- 
ways in the light of the Gospel and in 
the light of the Church’s mission. | am 
more than ever convinced that the 
Church has great strength for this 
mission. It is a time for renewal, as all, 
of us must by now recognize. Changes 
in the structure of the Church, in theo- 
logical education, and in the way in 
which our witness is made are not only 
inevitable but desirable. Together let) 
us go into the 1970s with a new sense, 
of commitment and partnership in this) 
industry.

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MORATORIUM 


“In response to student initiative and 
after consultation with the faculty,” 
President James |. McCord suspended 
all classes on Vietnam Moratorium Day, 
October 15. 


“It is clear,” he stated, “that the con- 
tinuation of the war in Vietnam pre- 
sents to all of us a serious moral prob- 
lem; and although there is no one solu- 
tion to the dilemma that commends 
itself to every conscience, we believe 
that the growing number of persons 
who oppose that war should have op- 
portunity to express their convictions 
in this public manner.” 


The administrative offices, library, 
building and grounds activities and 
food services remained open, but each 
administrator was requested to arrange 
for the absence of staff members who 
wished to participate in Moratorium 
activities. A joint faculty-student com- 
mittee worked out the program pre- 
sented below. 


“Let me add my personal hope,” Dr. 
McCord said, “that this will be a day in 
which students, faculty and staff will 
participate in a serious discussion not 
only of Vietnam but also of our obliga- 
tion as a nation to all men, at home 
and abroad, and in the renewal of our 
commitment to Christ’s ministry of 
reconciliation.” 


The tone for the day’s activities was 
set by an 8:30 A.M. Service of Worship 
on the campus quadrangle, led by John 
Mulder of the Princeton Seminary Viet- 
nam Moratorium Committee. Dr. Daniel 
L. Migliore preached the sermon, call- 
ing for a day, not of mourning but of 
joy—a day not for mourning death, but 
for affirming life. At the conclusion of 
the service, President James |. McCord 
spoke briefly to the participants on the 
meaning of the Moratorium and the 
insights each could gain during the 
day into the nature of the world’s prob- 
lems and how each can best help in 
their solution. 

The morning thereafter was devoted 
to colloquia, repeated to give each per- 
son an opportunity to attend several. 
Dr. Bruce Metzger conducted ‘Recon- 
ciliation in the Post-Vietnam Era”; Dr. 
Charles C. West, “Christian Ethics and 
American Foreign Policy in Asia”; Dr. 
Lefferts Loetscher, “A Fresh Look at 
Vietnam”; W. Newell Hendricks, a stu- 
dent, “The Draft and Draft Resistance”; 
Jeffrey C. Eaton and Willa J. B. Roghair, 
students, “History of the Vietnam War”; 
Dr. Richard Shaull, “American Social 
Structure and the War in Vietnam”; 
Bruce O. Boston, a student, and Dr. 
Dean Hoge, “Post-Vietnam America”; Dr. 
Bertil Gartner, “Peace at Any Price?”; 
Professor C. W. Wheatley of the De- 
partment of Sociology, Princeton Uni- 


versity, “The Military-Industrial Com- 
plex”; Dr. Daniel Hamermesh, Assistant 
Professor of Economics, Princeton Uni- 
versity, “The Vietnam War and the 
American Economy”; and a panel of 
veterans, “The Vietnam War and the 
Armed Services.” The motion picture 
“The War Game” was presented twice 
during the day and again in the eve- 
ning. 

After a luncheon break, participants 
attended a rally on the Nassau Hall 
lawn and heard a speech by Repre- 
sentative Allard Lowenstein. The day 
concluded with a Prayer for Peace Ser- 
vice and rally at the State House in 
Trenton, where several thousand per- 
sons marched in silence, bearing 
lighted candles, in a witness to peace. 


VIETNAM 
MORATORIUM* 


October 15, 1969

For the foolishness of God is wiser 
than men and the weakness of God is 
stronger than men. 

(1 Cor. 1:25 RSV) 


For the Son of God, Jesus Christ, 
whom we preached among you, Sil- 
vanus and Timothy and |, was not Yes 
and No; but in him it is always Yes. 
For all the promises of God find their 
Yes in him. That is why we utter the 
Amen through him, to the glory of God. 

(Il Cor. 1:19-20 RSV) 


We are gathered here today to take 
part in the Vietnam Moratorium. We are 
joining millions of our countrymen 
across the land in urging upon the 
President and Congress of the United 
States the prompt and complete with- 
drawal of American troops from Viet- 
nam. We are dissatisfied with the token 
withdrawals that our President has 
made to date; we are urging him to 
move with giant strides toward peace, 
and to make these moves now. 

As disturbed American citizens we 
know we must say at least this much 
today. But as followers of Christ and 
his gospel we know that this call for 
an end to the war in Vietnam, though it 
has our full support, is not sufficient. 
A far deeper word needs to be spoken. 
How shall we utter this deeper word 
within all our words today? How shall 
we embody it in what we do today? 

Some might say: “Let us make this 
a day of mourning.’’ Surely there is 
cause for mourning. Many lives have 
been lost on both sides in this needless 
war. Millions have been wounded, left 
homeless, abandoned to misery and 
disease by this savage use of military 
power. Countless billions of dollars 
have been used to feed the huge mili- 


tary machine while the poor at home ® 


and abroad go hungry. But while all 
this is true, there is something deeper 
than mourning that needs to be ex- 
pressed today. 

Some might say: “Let us make this 
a day of instruction.’’ Surely it is useful 
to rehearse the tragic history of our in- 
volvement in Vietnam. Surely it is im- 


portant to discuss the likely conse- — 


quences of complete American with- 
drawal both abroad and at home and 
to ponder how we may best cope with 
these consequences. But a witness is 
needed today that goes deeper than 
discussions of how we got into Viet- 
nam and what will happen when we 
get out. 

Some might say: “Let us make this 
a day of protest.’’ Surely a loud and 
clear protest is in order today; a pro- 
test against the continuation of a war 
that from the beginning has been 
morally questionable; a protest against 
the hypocrisy of allegedly fighting for 
the right of the Vietnamese to self- 
determination while supporting the pup- 
pet Saigon government which makes a 
mockery of civil rights in that country; 
a protest against the self-righteous cru- 
sade for freedom abroad while freedom 
languishes for many in our own coun- 
try; a protest against the increasing 
militarization of American life; a pro- 
test against the practice of requiring 
young men to fight in a war even when 


they judge it to be a violation of their — 


deepest principles and their highest 
ideals. But there is a word that needs 
be broadcast that is greater than the 
Great Refusal and stronger than the 
most resounding No. 

That word which is greater and 
stronger than every No is Yes; that act 
which is more powerful than protest 
is affirmation; that event which is more 
revolutionary than the attack on an 
old way of life is the appearance of a 
new way of life. 

So let us today not merely negate 
death but affirm life; not merely say 
No to the fears and narrow spirit which 
keeps this war going but Yes to a new 


courage and a new spirit of fraternity | 


with men everywhere. Let this be a day 
of yes-saying, a day of rejoicing, a day 
of dancing. And in this strange way 
let us celebrate and proclaim the grace 
of God. 

Some will view this as an odd, even 
frivolous, way to observe this day. But 


| suggest that there is a touch of the | 
foolishness and festivity of the gospel — 
in this proposal. The prolongation of — 


this war has increasingly exposed our 
poverty of spirit as a people. We are 


in danger of capitulation to the spirit | 
of militarism; we are grim, serious, ar- | 


rogant, imperialist. The imagination is 
stunted; the vision is short-sighted. One 
President succeeds another but the war 
policy remains unchanged. The mar- 
velous elasticity and openness of the 
spirit of men who can acknowledge 























their mistakes and laugh at themselves ms 
is conspicuously absent from the high ! 
counsels of the land. What does this 
inflexibility in our Vietnam involvement 
tell us about ourselves as a people? 
Does the strength and meaning of our 
national life well up from the depths 
of our commitments, values and ideals? 
Or do we need the battle to assure our- 
selves of our importance? Have we 
perhaps come to the point where we 
really need our real or imagined ene- 
mies? A few years ago the question 
may have been the revision of an old 
Vietnam policy; today the fundamental 
question is the birth of a new America. 

Many in our society may respond: 
“You can teach us nothing about joy 
and dancing. We know how to cele- 
brate; we know how to affirm life; we 
know how to dance. Just wait till after 
the military victory is won; wait until 
Our enemies are defeated.” And we 
must reply: “That is the war game. 
That is the dance of death. We want to 
dance the dance of life.” 

Others in our society may say to us: 
“You can teach us nothing about joy 
and dancing. We know how to enjoy life 
and drain the cup of affluence. Listen 
to our doxology to our cars, and to our 
electronic gadgets. Listen to our songs 
of praise to the mighty God of cornu- 
copia.” And we must reply: “That is 
the dance of selfishness and exploita- 
tion. Come let us join in the dance 
of reconciliation, of sharing, and of 
brotherhood.” 

So let the spirit of this day be the 
spirit of God’s mighty Yes to man. Let 
us celebrate the surprising, renewing, 
life-out-of-death power of God in our 
midst. Let us celebrate the ministry 
of reconciliation. Let us participate in 
the Yes-saying of God to men. Let us 
say Amen to the new quality of human 
life revealed in Christ. 

Singing, rejoicing, dancing on this 
day is anything but sacrilegious. It is 
anything but trivial. It is surely the one 
thing that a morose and _ spiritually 
paralyzed people can tolerate least and 
needs most. So let joyous laughter 
today be an authentic witness to the 
foolishness of arrogant human power 
and to the power of God’s foolishness. 
Let dancing in the streets and on the 
campuses of this land today be an 
appropriate witness to a liberating power 
undreamed of by our Generals and 
Secretaries of Defense. 


The celebration of grace that recog- 
nizes the brother in the North Viet- 
namese, that sees the neighbor in the 
man with a different skin color, that 
discerns God's suffering and transform- 
ing presence all around us, is a festive 
celebration inspired by God himself. 





Greetings from Korea 


Princeton Seminary alumni have historically been involved in the ministry to 
churches overseas as missionaries and fraternal workers.

RAYMOND CLAIR PROVOST, JR., a native of Ashtabula, Ohio, graduated from 
Washington and Jefferson College and, after four years in business, attended 
Princeton Seminary from 1946 to 1948.

Upon re- | 
ceiving his discharge, he became pastor — 
of the Lake Forest church; it was this 
church Mr. Stevenson attended. 

A former Visiting Fellow at the Semi- 
nary, Dr. Andrus has lived in Princeton — 
since 1964 with his wife and younger 
son, Tommy. From 1965 through 1967 
he was on the national staff of the Pres- | 
byterian Church $50,000,000 Fund, with 
special responsibility for major gifts. § 
His older son, Carlton (‘‘Nicky’’), is an | 
aide to Robert H. Finch, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare.

Northern Ireland Report 


The following letter from Ron Savage, 
67M, was received by Alumni Secretary 
Art Byers. It is reprinted here for all 
who would like to know more about the 
situation in Northern Ireland from one 
of our alumni who lives and works in 
Belfast. 


“The Northern Ireland scene has hard- 
ly escaped your attention since its 
“troubles” took place in what the news- 
men call “the silly season,” which en- 

»abled them to give it maximum cover- 
age. Some of our American friends 
have expressed their relief that they 
did not holiday here this summer and 
others have written anxiously inquiring 
about our welfare. From conversations 
with me you may be familiar with some 
of our problems here. These certainly 
reached a climax this year—but at the 

same time perhaps we are nearer to 
solutions than ever before; we are 
forced to act. 

“First of all be assured that the whole 
of Ulster is not in turmoil. The rioting 
has been in very limited areas. In 
Belfast, for instance, it was confined 

to a section less than one quarter of 

the city area, although tension and 

Beeline: ran high elsewhere, as in your 
own riot experiences. Our parish area 

is quite “normal.” Worst affected areas 
are those where the people live in poor 
housing, tend to be in the lower edu- 
cational bracket (though there is no 
economic barrier to prevent any one 
progressing educationally) and are ma- 

_terially less well off: our slums. But 

ith a Welfare State it should be re- 
membered that none are in abject 
poverty, even if they have large fami- 
lies or are unemployed. 

“Catholic and Protestant have been 
separated traditionally in Northern Ire- 
land for centuries and practically since 
-1920, when Catholics favoured a united 
‘Ireland and Protestants a_ partition 
which allowed the North to remain part 
of the United Kingdom. This separa- 
tion continued, with the Unionist poli- 
ticians making no move to woo the 
substantial minority and the minority 
giving little enough evidence of active 

recognition of the majority wish. The 

,Roman Catholic Church refused to give 

‘the State control of education (though 

‘it receives about 100% of the costs 

“from the Government) as all Protestant 

‘denominations did, and till this day 

‘the children are educated separately 

‘through junior high school. Further, 

“Roman Catholics and Protestants here 

\tended to live in their own areas and 

‘only in the last fifteen years has this 
|begun to break down. Divisions were 
‘beginning to disappear until two things 
‘happened—an extreme right anti-Catho- 
lic movement appeared, largely under 
‘the influence of lan Paisley, and a mod- 
‘erately left movement calling for Civil 


Rights appeared in 1967. Inevitably the 
latter also attracted some from the 
extreme left (Connolly socialists and 
republican revolutionaries). The two 
were set in direct opposition and old 
rivalries began to reappear, with dem- 
onstration and counter-demonstration, 
so that soon our whole small popula- 
tion was involved in taking sides or 
trying not to! 

“Protestant religious belief has never 
figured in the foreground over against 
R. C. belief. But the real struggle in the 
minds of many became the constitu- 
tionalists versus the anti-constitutional- 
ists. Protestant fears of a Catholic- 
dominated united Ireland frequently 
overshadowed justice (cf. the poor S. 
white and the negro). In this situation 
our church tried to keep justice and 
righteousness to the fore. The Govern- 
ment reforms now being prepared will 
provide legislation to deal with all lack 
of fair play. These changes are decades 
late but do indicate a reformation with- 
in the power structures. 


“Our problem in the Church is now 
to decide what to do. “Protestants” who 
fought were largely out of touch with 
the Church—the term has been severe- 
ly devalued. We need missionaries in 
the heart of Belfast, Londenderry, etc. 
We need to go to the thousands who 
have never come to us, and who still do 
not come except to use our refugee 
centres and social services. It is only 
now in the troubles that many have 
talked to clergy, who poured into their 
streets from calmer areas and moved 
along the dirty terraced houses with 
comfort, calm and the message of 
reconciliation. In doing this ministers 
were respected by many but not infre- 
quently insulted by others. 


“Division between Protestant and Ro- 
man Catholic clergy has been bridged 
too; we had to get together, in a way 
unheard of before, to show others the 
way of peace and love. This must in- 
tensify even though we cannot accept 
the other man’s position as ours. To- 
gether we have to fight bitterness, 
hatred, suspicion and pray as Jesus 
taught, “Father snatch us from the 
evil one.” 

“! feel that social or community cen- 
tres such as you have in some areas 
would help if established and run by 
the Church. 

“We are also proving the Christian 
people within our Churches—the sheep 
are being separated from the goats— 
and we have been more gladdened by 
their Christlike attitudes and actions 
than disappointed by failures. But cer- 
tainly there are many anti-Catholic feel- 
ings within the Church, especially since 
the Cardinal refused to speak out in 
condemnation of R.C. wrongs, calling 
for repentance and co-operation (as the 


Protestant Churches have done, to the 
wrath of their extremists). There are 
many who might well be Unionists and 
Orangemen before they would be Chris- 
tians (maybe some who are clergymen!) 
Forgiveness and love are very difficult 
Christian principles in a situation of 
fear, suspicion, violence and hatred. 

“We have had a bad time, but as we 
move into the difficult and challenging 
future we have hope. Pray with us for 
just politicians, pray with us for a bold 
and missionary Church, pray with us 
for the reconciling power of Christ. 

“I lost many nights’ sleep on the 
Streets but | am none the worse for 
it now, except that my own church 
organisational work for the winter is 
a little behind. Fortunately Margie was 
in Scotland on part of her practical 
work in social studies at the worst time, 
so that she did not know of the dan- 
gerous situations and could not worry. 
When she returned, of course, there 
was work for her with refugees, etc. 
The Church where | am working is in 
one of the best areas, economically, 
but it did not ignore the trouble—its 
members have responded generously 
with time, energy and gifts, as they 
were needed—much to the credit of 
my senior, Dr. John H. Withers, a man 
of liberal opinion who has fought segre- 
gation and discrimination with energy 
for years. Last year he was on leave 
as Moderator of the General Assembly 
so that | was rather busy! This year 
| hope to concentrate on work with the 
younger members of the parish, and on 
lay leadership training for this work.”

November 4-7 he was one of the 
faculty representatives at the annual 
meeting of the Council on Theological 
Education at Wheeling, West Virginia, 
where he gave the report of the Com- 
mittee on Graduate Education. On No- 
vember 26 Dr. Macleod gave the ser- 
mon at the annual Thanksgiving Service 
in the chapel of Muhlenberg College, 
Allentown, Pennsylvania. A December 
3 lecture on “Total Ministry” was given 
to U.S. Army Chaplains at Fort Hamil- 
ton, New York. December 5-6 Dr. 
Macleod was host on campus to the 
annual meeting of the American Acad- 
emy of Homiletics, and on January 6-9 
he led a workshop on Preaching at the 
Center of Continuing Education. 

The Epworth Press, London, England, 
will publish in early 1970 his book of 
sermons, entitled “Higher Reaches,” 
which will be the fourth volume in a 
new series, “Sermons for Today,” to 
which a number of leading British 
preachers have contributed. Of his new 
volume Dr. Macleod says, “These ser- 
mons were given in leading pulpits, 
college chapels and country towns in 





the United States, Canada and Great 
Britain. Generally, the context was a 
traditional service of worship; hence, 
each sermon is Biblically oriented and 
person-directed. No particular theme is 
maintained or traced throughout, al- 
though for the most part the frame- 
work of the Christian Year is taken into 
account. Each sermon presents a facet 
of Christian truth and an interpretation 
of its claim upon our common life.” 


At the annual meeting of the Society 
of Biblical Literature, held this year 
in Toronto, PROFESSOR BRUCE M. 
METZGER was elected Vice-President of 
the Society for 1969-70. At the New 
Testament sessions he read a paper 
on “Astrological Geography and Acts 
2:9-11.” He also presented at the plena- 
ry session a special citation in honor 
of Dr. Morton Scott Enslin, who has 
completed a decade of service as editor 
of the Journal of Biblical Literature. 
Among Dr. Metzger’s recent publica- 
tions are chapters in two volumes of 
Festschriften, one honoring the late 
Professor Raymond T. Stamm of Gettys- 
burg Theological Seminary and the 
other, Principal Matthew Black of Saint 
Mary’s College, Saint Andrews, Scot- 
land. Volume IX of the series of “New 
Testament Tools and Studies,” which 
Dr. Metzger edits, was recently pub- 
lished in Leiden, a collection entitled 
“Studies in Methodology in Textual 
Criticism of the New Testament,” by 
Ernest C. Colwell. A new _ illustrated 
edition of the Oxford Annotated New 
Testament, which Dr. Metzger edited 
some years ago, has been published 
in London by Geoffrey Chapman, Ltd. 


DANIEL L. MIGLIORE gave two ad- 
dresses on “Current Trends in Theol- 
ogy” at Hope College, Holland, Michi- 
gan, in April. He also spoke at Western 
Theological Seminary and preached at 
the First Presbyterian Church of Hol- 
land, Michigan.

Migliore led a seminar on “Toward a 
Political Theology” at the Center of 
Continuing Education. His article ‘‘Bib- 
lical Eschatology and Political Herme- 
neutics” appeared in the July issue of 
Theology Today.

The Reverend § Gard-

After 
reading the story of the Last Supper 
‘. . and then they went out to the 
Mount of Olives,’’ he pointed out that 
the quiet tenderness of Christ in the 
Lord’s Supper had of necessity to be 
followed by the passion of external 
ministry, the close group facing its 
society. Mr. Taylor described how Christ 
unmasked the pretentions of the great 
authority of Roman Law, when Pilate 
refused to judge him. He spoke about 
the misrepresentation of true public 
opinion by the letter-telegram sending 
of interest groups to public figures. In 
the light of Christ as “the only sane 
answer to this world,” he continued, “1 
hope in him.” However, he warned, 
“There is nothing that can be done, 
if we do not do it rightly.”

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Dear Fellow-Ministers: “ 
We have been using the imagery of the Exodus to describe the present age. 
Theologians write of an “Exodus Church,” and sociologists describe an ‘Exodus 
Society.” An exodus is based on hope, a vision of a promised land. The 1960’s 
opened with such a vision. It would be the decade that would see rapid strides 
made toward overcoming old differences and distinctions, erasing poverty and 
disease, eliminating strife and war, and bringing together all mankind. The 
1970’s, however, have opened with a blurred vision and a whole bevy of 
agonizing questions concerning the nature of the society that we dreamed. 
A unified world has begun to look like a homogenized world. Individual and 
cultural differences are now sought and cherished as sources of individuality 
and of color in life, and the promise of a technological paradise is rapidly 
becoming an ecological nightmare. Many, especially among the young, have 
begun to take seriously “the great refusal’ as the proper response to a culture 
that is increasingly secular and increasingly inhumane. « 


One product of this blurred vision is a new interest in man and the humane. 
Among recent books in this area let me suggest a few for reading. The first is 
TECHNOLOGICAL MAN: THE MYTH AND THE REALITY, by Victor C. Ferkiss. 
The author’s contention is that “contemporary man is essentially bourgeois man 
with new tools and toys.’ He does not fear technology’s becoming an end in 
itself, subject to no external controls, as Jacques Ellul sees the future. “Indeed,” 
Ferkiss writes, ‘‘the central danger facing humankind in the latter part of the 
twentieth century lies not in the autonomy of technology or in the triumph of 
technological values but in the subordination of technology to the values of 
earlier historical eras and its exploitation by those who do not understand its 
implications and consequences but seek only their own selfish personal 
or group purposes. The new man with his vast powers is coming into existence e 
as the servant of neoprimitive man. The sorcerer‘s powers are in the hands of 
a vain and foolish apprentice and disaster threatens.”’ 


Another book worth buying (in the paperback) and reading is Theodore 
Roszak’s THE MAKING OF A COUNTER CULTURE. The blurred vision of the 
future is not only producing a trend toward the retribalization of mankind but 
also a new emphasis on consciousness, On awareness on subjectivity, a new — 
privatism. Roszak’s opponent is the scientific culture with its diminished view 
of man and all that is human. He traces the influences that have gone into 
the making of a counter culture, Herbert Marcuse and Norman Brown, Allen 
Ginsberg and Alan Watts, Zen Buddhism and psychedelics, and the visionary 
sociology of Paul Goodman. By the end of the book Roszak is swinging too 
widely — and wildly — but he has written a valuable study. 


For those interested in literature, and every minister should be, Maurice 
Friedman’s TO DENY OUR NOTHINGNESS is worth reading. It deals with 
contemporary images of man as seen by the modern sociologist, gnostic, 
pragmatist, existentialist, and as depicted in the literature of the absurd. 
Literature, like modern art, continues to be a sensitive weather vane reflecting 
some of the deepest cultural moods of the present. 


A recent volume by a Princetonian, now Chaplain-Director of the Campus 
Christian Foundation of Rutgers University and Newark College of Engineering, 
William L. Eichelberger, bears the tithe REALITY IN BLACK AND WHITE. The 
black revolution is the most significant movement in American society today, 
and Mr. Eichelberger’s profound and sympathetic analysis of black power is 
one of the best that | have read. It sets the liberation movement in the context 
of democracy and calls America to return to her true heritage, with the black — 
liberation movement showing the way. 


In Hungary in the summer of 1964 | visited a distinguished churchman who 
had been dismissed from his post and was living in retirement. He told me 
he was living in a pre-Gutenberg age. Although he was writing a commentary 
and had written other volumes, there was no possibility of their being published. _ 
The government had forbidden this. Marshall McLuhan has tried to convince 
us that we are living in a post-Gutenberg age. But the minister must continue | 
a disciple of Gutenberg while making use of all other media, for he remains — 
above all else the servant of the Word of God. And it will be from this Word 
that new visions will break forth and new vistas open for a society that is now 
confused and baffled by a blurred vision.

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| am told that an American soldier, in the midst of 
war and shelling, looked from his bunker and saw a 
nearby bunker being blown to bits. Realizing that his 
closest and lifelong buddy was in that bunker, he immedi- 
ately turned to his commander and asked for permission 
to hurry into the explosion. His commander had been 
tempered with years of combat experience and could 
plainly sense the futility of such a mission. “I’m sorry, 
private,’ the officer explained, “I’m certain your friend is 
dead, and you would only be risking your own life in 
trying to get through to him. There’s not a chance for 
success.” But for that always unexplainable reason, the 
soldier burst forth from the bunker and ran into the fire 
anyway. Minutes later, when the commander had about 
given up hope, the soldier returned—carrying the dead 
bulk of his best friend’s body over his shoulders. The 
commander grabbed the young man and, after making 
sure he was free of wounds, put it this way: “You dis- 
obeyed my orders. | knew he was dead, and | told you 
that there wasn’t a chance for success.’’ The weary soldier 
looked up and replied simply: “But, sir, success was never 
the issue. All that matters is that | got there just in time to 
hear him say, ‘| knew you’d come.’ ”’ 


Like the soldier, the Church has a mission. We cannot 
measure that mission in terms of success or failure, for 
we are not called to be successful. We are called to be 
faithful, even unto death. The Church, it seems to me, is 
made up of failure. The good and the bad are always with 
us. That is, the good and bad within each of us always 
have been and always will be with us. This is hardly the 
ultimate problem. The Church has miraculously survived 
2,000 years and, by the Grace of God, this earthly vessel 
has made the trip in spite of all of us. It cannot fail. 
Moreover, we must not live in fear of failure. But we can 
live in more faithful service to God. 


Success is a relevant thing. There are those of us who 
maintain that to be successful we must hold tight to the 
status quo. We therein deny God the possibility of moving 
ahead. He is not stagnant in yesterday, He is on-going in 
tomorrow. We should remember that ‘Faith of Our Fathers” 
is a hymn title, not a creed. Yet others of us surmise 
success to be contingent upon progress. We’re so busy 
striking our tents and moving on that we can’t seem to 
discern where we’ve been or where we’re going. And too 
often the result is that we somehow charge ahead in 
pieces. Instead of Peace. 


Some of us believe success is so strongly dependent 
upon the World Council of Churches that we have more 
faith in the Council than in God Himself. Others of us are 
so insensitive to the needs of mankind that we rally behind 
our own American Christ and claim that all councils are 
Communist because they deal with ‘“‘Fellowman.” So did 
the carpenter. 


Many of us sing “A Mighty Fortress is Our God’— 
and we mean it. So much so that we hide within the 
fortress and let the rest of the world go by. War, Hatred, 
Greed, Oppression, Starvation—all come crying at the gates 
of the fortress. But we bolt the safety latch, and wonder

what’s making the natives so restless. They beg us for 
some sign of The Messiah, but we seem to have no sign. 
Jesus the Christ brought promise and hope, life and love. 
And we must do the same. But in our frustration and ‘@ 
self-flagellation, let us not become misguided in our — 
efforts to love one another. It seems that some of us are 
lately moving “The Mighty Fortress’ into the world so 
cleverly and so acceptably that no man can recognize the 
fortress. Or, for that matter, God either. We must serve in 
all the world, but always in the name of Our Lord. 


Success, then, is relevant. Relevant to the man who 
measures it. But these measures are little things. Fragment- 
ing and partial, they are arrived at through man’s self- 
interest and self-preservation. Those who insist on judging — 
our mission in terms of success seem to offer the Church _ 
the kind of faithfulness of a man who looks down Main 
Street and warns. “There are two fine established institu- 
tions in this town: The First National Bank and the First 
Presbyterian Church. When things get too risky in either 
one, | intend to get out.’’ Make no mistake, creative tension 
is a necessary and vital part of growth. It entails love and 
reconciliation with each other and with God. Without it, 
we aren’t stimulated to think and consider the other’s 
point of view. But with it, we can move on _ together, 
participating in the life of the Creator. 





Like the soldier, we have heard that our friend is 
merely human and that he has died. That, it seems to me, 
is the price we must pay for emphasizing His death and 
forgetting the power of His resurrection. Our God is a 
living God. As we are alive and working, so He is alive 
and working. And, like the soldier, we have heard that 
the chances for our mission are very poor indeed and 
that we are risking our lives. But herein lies the hope for 
the Church, that we can put away these lesser things and 
seek not success as we like to see it, but can venture 
forth in a wholly new and faithful relationship with God. 


“But, sir, success was not the issue.” 





Like the soldier, we are not called to be successful, 
but only to be faithful, to rise up as men of God, to have 
done with lesser things, to give heart and mind and soul 
and strength to serve the King of Kings . . . And to be 
faithful unto Him. Even unto death. Amen. 


JACK S. MILLER 


Mr. Miller, a native of Webster 
Groves, Missouri, is a graduate 
of Texas Christian University. Hé 
is a member of the Junior Class 
and serves as Editor of The 
Wineskin, the Seminary’s weekly 
calendar of events. The article 
above is printed, with his per 
mission, from his recent sermon 
in Miller Chapel. 
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The President’s December 17 Christ- 
mas party was this year at once 
enlivened and somewhat saddened by 
retirement presentations to Elizabeth 
L. Crawford, Dr. Elmer George Hom- 
righausen and Dr. David Hugh Jones. 
The introductory speeches and the 
replies were sprightly, the gifts—mag- 
nificent clocks—were happily con- 
ceived and received; but the sense 
of the Seminary’s loss of three of its 
most loved members remained. 


ELIZABETH CRAWFORD 

Elizabeth Crawford came to Prince- 
ton Seminary in 1929 from Western 
Theological Seminary, Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, where she had been an 
assistant in the library since her 
graduation from the Pennsylvania 
College for Women. A June 1938 
letter from the Princeton Seminary 
librarian, recommending Miss Craw- 
ford for admission as a student in the 
Department of Library Science of the 
University of Michigan, conveys some- 
thing of her qualities. During 1937 and 
1938, the library had completely re- 
vised its circulations records methods, 
levying for the first time fines for late 
return of books. Miss Crawford had 
“borne the brunt of these changes, 
both as they related to accuracy in 
routine and to contacts with students 
and alumni. You will find her honest 
and reliable, accurate and _ neat, 
mature, pleasant and even in disposi- 
tion.” What Dr. Gapp did not point 
out was her exquisite sense of humor, 


combined with an equal sense of the 
dignity of the individual, her devotion 
to work and to Princeton Seminary, 
which have for several generations of 
Seminarians enabled her to bear 
“the brunt of the changes’ with 
equanimity and gaiety. Since her re- 
tirement immediately following the 
close of the first semester, she has 
continued her work at Speer on an 
almost daily basis. “Clearing up odds 
and ends,” she calls it, as she has 
dismissed her most severe labors all 
of her life at Princeton. 


DR. ELMER GEORGE HOMRIGHAUSEN 

Dr. Homrighausen’s life before and 
after his appointment to the Princeton 
Seminary faculty is an almost un- 
believable record of achievement for 
anyone who has not experienced his 
vitality and intellectual force. After 
winning an A.B. at Lakeland College, 
Wisconsin, a B.Th. at Princeton and 
an M.A. at Butler University, he went 
on to secure Th.M. and Th.D. degrees 
from the University of Dubuque. He 
also holds an honorary D.D. from 
Lakeland College and another from 
Union Theological Seminary, Tokyo, 
and an L.H.D. from Bucknell. Other 
graduate work has been at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Rutgers, lowa and 
Geneva. 

He had served as a pastor at Free- 
port, Illinois, and Indianapolis, Indiana, 
before returning to Princeton, in 1938, 
as Thomas Synott Professor of Christ- 
ian Education. In 1954 he was given 
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Dr. Elmer G. Homrighausen 


the Charles R. Erdman Chair of Pas- 


toral Theology and from 1955 through 
1965 served as Dean of the Seminary. 
He has been also a professor and 
lecturer at Occidental College, the 
University of Dubuque, the University 
of Geneva (Ecumenical Institute), 
Butler University and New Brunswick 
Seminary. His special ministries have 
taken him to the American Churches 
of Paris, Djakarta, Karachi, Singapore, 
Bangkok, Berlin, Beirut, Geneva, 
Shanghai, Tokyo, Kobe, Sao Paulo, 
Rio de Janeiro, Buenos Aires, Recife, 
Mexico City, Santiago, Saint Georges 
West and Edinburgh as a_ guest 
preacher. He has_ lectured and 
preached at universities, churches 
and theological schools from Alaska 
to South Africa and from Buenos 
Aires to Doshisha; lectureships and 
ecumenical missions have taken him 
to every continent but Australia. 

He has never stopped _ writing 
articles and books, translating, edit- 
ing; and his list of active member- 
ships, committees and councils re- 
flects both the scope of his interests 
and his unbounded enthusiasm. 

Fortunately, ‘“‘Homey” will not be 
far away from the Princeton campus 
in his retirement, so that the Seminary 
family may continue to enjoy his 
company and that of his equally loved 
wife. 


DR. DAVID HUGH JONES 

Of all of the Seminary faculty, 
perhaps only David Hugh Jones could 
compete with Dr. Homrighausen in 
mileage, devotion and popularity. This 
Welshman from Ohio is a graduate 
of the Guilmant Organ School in New 
York City, who has studied privately 
with Dr. T. Tertius Noble and, at the 


American Conservatory in  Fontain- 
bleau, France, with Henri  Libert, 
Marcel Dupre, Andre Bloch and 


Charles Widor. In 1921 he became an 
Associate Fellow and in 1924 a Fellow 
of the American Guild of Organists. 
He holds honorary Doctor of Music 
degrees from Washington and Jeffer- 
son College and Beaver College. 

His professional career began in 
1917, when he became organist and 
choirmaster at the Second Presby- 
terian Church in Portsmouth, Ohio; 
he has served as organist in New 
York City, Brooklyn, Rome (New York), 
and again in New York City. 

He was engaged as organist by the 
famous Westminster Choir in 1925; 
in 1926, upon the founding of West- 
minster Choir College, he became a 
charter member of its faculty. He was 
for many years the head of its organ 
and composition departments. While 
serving this school, he assumed, in 
1934, the added responsibility of 
directing the Princeton Seminary 








Choir. In 1951 he relinquished his 
post at Westminster to devote his full 
time to the Seminary as Professor 
of Music. He is the composer of in- 
numerable choral works and was the 
editor of the ‘“Hymnbook’’ published 
by five Presbyterian and Reformed 
denominations in 1955 and the musical 
editor of the ‘““Armed Forces Hymnal” 
of 1959. He is also Chairman of the 
New Tunes Committee for the Hymn 
Society of America. 

Under his guidance the Princeton 
Seminary Touring Male Choir has 
sung in more than 2,000 churches 
within 300 miles of Princeton. Since 
its first tour of Cuba (in 1946), the 
Choir has toured extensively every 
summer, appearing in all 50 states 
and in every province of Canada, as 
well as Mexico, the Central American 
countries, Colombia, Venezuela. 
Guiana and the Caribbean islands 
and territories. In 1953, upon invita- 
tion from the U.S. Armed Forces, the 
Choir sang in more than 100 military 
bases in Japan and Korea; it was at 
the front line the day the armistice 
was signed. 

His retirement plans? Somewhere 
in New Hampshire, where David Hugh 
Jones and his wife, the former Mildred 
Palmer, have rested between the end 
of the summer Choir tour and the 
beginning of the academic year, there 
is a small town—with a church—with 
a fine organ. It is not too far from an 
institution which is interested in en- 
riching its musical program. And 
somehow, it will not be too far for 
Princeton Seminary’s alumni to find 
him and talk over the Princeton years.

presentation of Dr. McCord, stated in

Dr. Donald M. Mackenzie, President 
of Park, to whom Dr. McCord was 
presented for the award, is the father 
of Donald M. Mackenzie, Jr., a senior 
in the B.D. program at Princeton 
Seminary. : 


ALUMNI GIVING SETS NEW RECORD 


According to the latest figures an- 
nounced by Director of Development 
Richard S. Armstrong, the amount 
received to date in response to the 
annual Alumni Giving Appeal has 
already topped the record set last 
year, when the total was just under 
$30,000. 


Although fewer than half as many 
respondents had been heard from, 
the total for 1970 had exceeded 
$32,000 by the end of February, with 
three months still to go before the 
campaign officially ends. 


Mr. Armstrong pointed out that 
one of the reasons for the dramatic 


increase this year is the fact that the 
appeal for alumni giving combined 
two needs: the Alumni Roll Call and 
the Erdman Hall Fund. ‘Almost all of 


the alumni have increased _ their 
giving this year to include both 
causes,” he explained, ‘with the 


result that the average alumni gift 
so far is more than double that of 
last year. These figures are the best 
indication that the alumni not only 
approve of what the Seminary is 
doing, but are also willing to con- 
tribute to its support.” 


In commenting further on_ the 
encouraging response, Mr. Armstrong 
paid tribute to the work of the

FROM A SEAT IN THE CORNER

In Memoriam 


JOSEPH 
HROMADKA 


1889 - 1969 


The theological world lost one of 
its most controversial figures with the 
death on December 12 of Dr. Josef 
Hromadka, in Prague. Dr. Hromadka, 
who came to Princeton Seminary in 
1939 as a visiting lecturer in ecu- 
menics, was named a guest professor 
in Christian ethics the following year. 
He remained at the Seminary until 
1947, when he returned to Czecho- 
slovakia. A leading advocate of 
Christian-Marxist dialogue and East- 
West understanding, he gained world 
attention in 1948 when he debated 
with John Foster Dulles on the 
problems of the world, at the first 
Assembly of the World Council of 
Churches. He was chairman of the 
Christian Peace Conference, which 
he founded in 1958. He was awarded 
the Lenin Peace Prize the same year. 


Dr. Hromadka’s_ theology, which 
attempted to unite mankind in a 
search for relevance between old 
needs and new realities, led him to 
state that ‘Christians must take upon 
themselves the whole burden of re- 
sponsibility for humanity's suffering, 
without standing in judgment or con- 
demning or _ schoolmastering our 
fellow men. Only thus can we speak 
to others.’”’ He believed also that “The 
deep differences between _ present 
social and political systems are trans- 
posed into religious dimensions and 
end in terrifying and perverse demon- 
ization.” 


The August 1968 invasion of Czecho- 
slovakia by Russian troops evoked 
from him a bitter letter of protest to 
the Soviet Ambassador in Prague, 
and in February 1969 Neves Forum, 
a Vienna weekly publication, printed 
a spirited exchange between him and 
a group of Soviet churchmen, who 
considered his comments “inadmiss- 
ible expressions.” In Neues Forum, 
Dr. Hromadka was compared with the 


late Karl Barth as a great theologian. 
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DR. JAMES I. McCORD was _ in 
Frankfurt, Germany, on November 18- 
19 for a meeting of the Committee of 
the World Reformed Alliance. On 
November 23 he participated in the 
ordination service of James Crawford 
in the Siloam Presbyterian Church, 
Brooklyn. He preached in the First 
Presbyterian Church, Philadelphia, on 
December 11 and on December 12-13 
attended a meeting of the Commission 
on Accrediting of the American As- 
sociation of Theological Schools in 
Dayton, Ohio. On December 14 Dr. 
McCord gave the Baccalaureate 
sermon at Park College, where he 
received the degree of Doctor of 
Laws (see story elsewhere in_ this 
issue). 


He addressed a Christmas Lun- 
cheon in Baltimore on December 19, 
preached at an ecumenical service 
in Bangor, Pennsylvania, on January 
4, attended a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Council on 
Theological Education in Atlanta, 
Georgia, on January 6 and 7, gave 
two lectures at Interpreters’ House 
at Lake Junaluska, North Carolina, on 
January 8 and 9 and spoke at a 
memorial service for Dr. Josef L. 
Hromadka at the Inter Church Center 
in New York on January 16. On 
January 21-31 he was in Geneva, 
Switzerland, for meetings with a 
Lutheran-Reformed Theological Com- 
mittee. 


On February 1, Dr. McCord 
preached at Blair Academy, Blairs- 
town, New Jersey, and he spoke to 
the university students at the Broad- 
way Presbyterian Church in New 
York City on February 8. 


DEAN ARTHUR M. ADAMS preached 
at the dedication of the renovated 
sanctuary in Pittsford, a suburb of 
Rochester, New York, on October 5. 
He participated in installations for 
David Reeves at Stockton, New Jersey, 
on September 21 and for Andrew 
MacTaggart as Assistant Pastor at 
Lawrenceville, New Jersey, on Octo- 
ber 26. As a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Council on Theo- 


logical Education, he attended the 
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Annual Meeting at Wheeling, West 
Virginia, November 4-6, and the Execu- 
tive Committee meeting at Atlanta, 
Georgia, January 6-7. Dr. Adams also 


conducted four seminars: “Church 
Administration” at the Seminary’s 
Center of Continuing Education, 


November 24-26 and February 9-11; 
and “The Task of the Elder’ for 
Monmouth Presbytery at Lakewood, 
New Jersey, on February 8, and at 
Matawan, New Jersey, on February 22. 


The Reverend HERBERT ANDER- 
SON, Instructor in Pastoral Theology, 
in October represented the Seminary 
at the annual conference of the As- 
sociation for Clinical Pastoral Educa- 
tion, in Denver. In February, Mr. 
Anderson gave a_ series of four 
Sunday morning lectures on “A Theo- 
logical and Psychological Approach 
to Baptism and First Communion” 
at Messiah Lutheran Church, Prince- 
ton. 


DR. DAVID L. CRAWFORD has been 
elected to the Board of Trustees of 
the Princeton University Westminster 
Foundation by the Synod of New 
Jersey. He has also been named 
member of a special committee to 
study a proposed union synod with 
the Reformed Church in America and 
re-elected a Presbyterian representa- 
tive to the New Jersey Council of 
Churches. Dr. Crawford was recently 
a delegate from the Direct Relief 
Foundation to the National Conference 
on World Refugees in Washington, 
D.C. In September he was the Con- 
vocation speaker at The Peddie 
School, Hightstown, New Jersey. 
Recent preaching appointments _in- 
cluded the First Park Baptist Church, 
Plainfield, New Jersey; University

OGILVIE ON CHURCH vs. 
MODERN WORLD 


The Reverend Lloyd John Ogilvie, 
of the Bethlehem (Pennsylvania) Pres- 
byterian Church, preached at the 
December 3 chapel service. Answer- 
ing the four questions: What kind of 
people do you want to send into the 
world? What kind of Church does it 
take? What kind of Session does it 
take? and What kind of minister does it 
take?

Both have now reached the age of 
retirement, proving again that age is only a relative thing and that it is possible 
to stay young weil beyond that magic and rather arbitrary age of thirty. 
Dr. and Mrs. Jones are moving to New Hampshire, where already the choirs 
are becoming anxious, looking to their pitch, and improving their performance 
in anticipation of Dr. Jones’ presence and tuning fork. Dr. and Mrs. Homrig-_ 
hausen will be in Princeton, but “Homey” will be free to be minister-at-large 
to the Seminary and to the Church in this country and throughout the world. 
All year long we have been trying to find words and deeds adequate to 
express affection and appreciation to these colleagues, who have contributed 
so much to the living tradition of Princeton Seminary. On Alumni Day tribute 
was paid to them, and two new scholarships were established in their honor, 
the David Hugh Jones Scholarship by alumni members of the choir and the 
Elmer George Homrighausen Scholarship by members of the Board of Trustees. 


The summer program at the Seminary continues to grow. Already there 
are the seminars in the Center of Continuing Education, the Institute of 
Theology, the Summer Language Program, and numerous conferences held 
on campus. In the summer of 1971 a formal Summer School will be begun 
and will offer nine weeks of courses which will carry degree credit. Dr. D. 
Campbell Wyckoff has been appointed Director of the Summer School, and 
materials describing the first session will be issued in the fall. 


Erdman Hall should be completed this autumn. More than twelve hundred 
ministers and laymen already participate in continuing education programs 
annually, and the new facilities will enable the Seminary to increase these 
services substantially. Continuing education is a growing edge of theological 
education and increasing attention must be given to this dimension of the 
life of the Seminary in order to meet the needs of ministers in a rapidly changing 
world. In planning future programs we earnestly solicit the advice and counsel 
of alumni.

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The presence of American troops in Cambodia was 
the main topic of conversation in May as Princeton 
Seminary students and faculty reacted strongly to the 
“enlargement” of the war in Southeast Asia. 


Campus opinion was expressed primarily through a 
series of popular meetings, held on an ad hoc basis, 
which included students, faculty, administration and em- 
ployees. The major result of the meetings, which began 
spontaneously without connection with any official student . 
or administrative action, was the decision of students and 
teachers to undertake individual response to the national 
situation. 


Several petitions, directed to President Nixon and 
members of the national legislature, were circulated on 
campus. A large delegation of students went to the 
nation’s capital to visit their elected representatives and 
seek support for early withdrawal of American troops, as 
well as a redirecting of priorities to give emphasis to 
pressing domestic needs. 


Some students joined other United Presbyterians at — 
the Chicago meeting of the General Assembly, working 
for passage of the resolution eventually adopted by the 
commissioners. Another group organized for the employ- 
ment of a coordinator who will work during the summer to 
help students who wish to become involved in the Con- 
gressional elections this fall. Most Seminary students 
interested in political activity will be participating in the 
Movement for a New Congress, which began in Princeton 
last Spring and now includes college and _ university 
students from scores of campuses. Many students have 
indicated that they will devote next fall’s academic recess 
to activity on behalf of Congressional candidates who are 
pledged to oppose the continuation of the war in Viet Nam. 


Two meetings of a joint trustee-student committee 
were held in June to explore possible arrangements for 
student participation in the work of the Seminary’s Board. 


The meetings, involving four students and four trus- 
tees, with Seminary President James |. McCord and 
Student Association President Rollin Kirk also taking part 
and Dean Arthur M. Adams serving as secretary, grew out 
of a student presentation at the May 5 annual meeting of 
the Board. 


On May 5 the Board held a special session past its 
usual noon hour adjournment time to discuss with student 
representatives the matter of Board participation. The 
student members of the joint committee are: Harry J. | 
Batuyios, Wade D. Epps, Alan F. Stones and Galen Yoder. — 
Board members taking part are: Bryant M. Kirkland, 
minister of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church of New 
York City and vice-president of the Trustees; John T. 
Galloway, chairman of the trustees’ Curriculum Committee 
and minister of the Wayne, Pennsylvania, Presbyterian 
Church; Harry G. Kuch of Philadelphia, Finance Committee 
chairman; and J. Keith Louden of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the Buildings and Grounds Committee. 


The Joint Student-Trustee Committee will report to 
the October meeting of the Board on the results of its 
meetings. 











Students, faculty members, the 
first wave of returning Alumni and 
their families filled the First Presby- 
terian Church of Princeton in the 
late afternoon of May 31 for the Bac- 
calaureate Service.

Dr. Elmer G. Homrighausen preached 
on “The Continuing Mandate,’ his 
last sermon as an active member 
of the Seminary Faculty; and Dr. 
McCord led the congregation in a 
litany of thanksgiving and _ interces- 
sion. 

Alumni Day, June 1, centered 
around “The Renewal of Creation.” 
Inthe morning. Dr. Karlfried Froehlich 


spoke on “The Ecology of Creation” 
at a seminar in Miller Chapel. After 
luncheon, Paul Ylivisaker conducted 
a seminar on “The Redemption of 
Nature,’ also in Miller Chapel. Mr. 
Yivisaker, former Commissioner of 
the Deparment of Community Af- 
fairs for the State of New Jersey, 
is presently associated with the Ur- 
ban Studies Programs of Princeton 
and Yale Universities and serves as 
a consultant to New York City and 
the Canadian Government on urban 
and environmental policies. A_ re- 
ception for graduates and their fami- 
lies, faculty and staff followed at 
Springdale.

President James I. McCord has 
made known the creation of the 
Maxwell M. Upson Professorship in 
Christianity and Society at the Sem- 
inary. 


The professorship was endowed 
by the estate of Mr. Upson, a direc- 
tor and honorary chairman of the 
board of Raymond International, Inc., 
who died May 1, 1969, at the age of 
93. Mr. Upson, an engineer, inventor, 
constructor and philanthropist, grew 
up on a North Dakota wheat farm. 
He graduated in 1896 from the Uni- 
versity of North Dakota and received 
a degree in mechanical engineering 
from Cornell University in 1899. 


By 1907 he had realized enough 
money from his inventions to buy a 
controlling interest in the Raymond 
Concrete Pile Company. He was 
named president in 1930 and chair- 
man of the board in 1946. The com- 
pany’s name was changed in 1958 
to stress the importance of its over- 
seas operations. 


Mr. Upson’s honors included the 
Edward Longstreth Medal of the 
Franklin Institute; the Community 
Service Medal of the Community 
Chest of Englewood, New Jersey; 
the National Golden Keystone Award 
from the Boys’ Clubs of America; 
and an honorary Doctor of Engineer- 
ing degree from the University of 
North Dakota. 


He was a member of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Englewood, 
New Jersey.

President James |. McCord has 
announced the appointments of Dr. 
Samuel W. Blizzard (39B, 41M) as 
Maxwell M. Upson Professor of Chris- 
tianity and Society and Dr. George 
E. Sweazey (30B) as Francis Landey 
Patton Professor of Homiletics. 


Dr. Sweazey, a native of Salt Lake 
City, is a magna cum laude graduate 
of Westminster College, Missouri, 
where he was active in football, track 
and debating. At Princeton Seminary 
he was President of the Student As- 
sociation. Dr. Sweazey also holds a 
master’s degree from Princeton Uni- 
versity and a Ph.D. from the Univer- 
sity of Berlin. 


After fourteen years of ministry in 
Newark, New Jersey, Danville, Ken- 
tucky, and Saint Louis, Dr. Sweazey 
served from 1945 to 1953 as Secre- 
tary of Evangelism for the Presby- 
terian Church during its ‘New Life 
Movement” program. From September 
1953 to January 1959 he was Minister 
of the Huguenot Memorial Presby- 
terian Church of Pelham, New York, 
since when he has been Minister of 
The Webster Groves, Missouri, Pres- 
byterian Church. He has been presi- 
dent of the Saint Louis Ministerial 
Alliance and of the Missouri Council 
of Churches, Chairman of the De- 
partment of Evangelism of _ the 
National Council of Churches, a 
member of the Boards of Trustees of 
Lindenwood College, Westminster 


(Missouri) College and Princeton 
Theological Seminary, and a member 
of the Presbyterian Commission on 
Ecumenical Mission. 


His books include ‘“‘The Keeper of 
the Door,” “Effective Evangelism,” 
“Evangelism in the United States,” 
“The Christian Answer” and “In Holy 
Marriage.” 


He is married to the former Mary 
Handy Ensminger of Horrodsburg, 
Kentucky.

He is presently writing a 
report on the latter subject for the 
New Jersey Synod’s' Evangelism 
Committee, the purpose being to help 
Presbyteries and through them local 
churches to develop effective pro- 
grams for evangelism. 


DR. BERNHARD W. ANDERSON 
gave the Haskell Lectures on “Myth 
and the Biblical Tradition” at Oberlin 
College, April 20-24 in honor of 
Professor Herbert Gordon May, on 
the occasion of Dr. May’s retirement. 
Dr. Anderson’s study book, “Out of 
the Depths: The Psalms Speak to Us 
Today,’ has just been released by 
the Women’s Division of the Board 
of Missions, United Methodist Church. 


ARTHUR M. BYERS, JR., partici- 
pated in a May 2-3 planning meet- 
ing for the Interpretation and 
Stewardship Committee of the Pres- 
bytery of Philadelphia. The presbytery 
is planning a new approach to 
churches to seek support and under- 
standing of the total mission of the 
Church, concentrating on the use of 
laymen as interpreters to the churches. 
On May 3, Mr. Byers conducted 
the funeral of Mrs. Mary Lee Klaer, 
who died in Milford, Pennsylvania, 
at the age of 91. The widow of OR. 
HARVEY KLAER, Class of 1899, Mrs. 
Klaer was known to many of our 
alumni who have had contact with 
the churches served by her husband. 
The Klaers served parishes in Easton, 
Harrisburg and Olney (Philadelphia), 
Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Byers also set up and attended 
alumni chapter meetings in April and 
May at the Abington Presbyterian 
Church in the Philadelphia Area and 
at the Third Presbyterian Church in 
Pittsburgh. He continues as Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees of the 
Westminster Choir College, keeping 
close contact with new developments 
under the leadership of Dr. Ray E. 
Robinson, and continues as Chair- 
man of the Local Assistance Board 
for Princeton Township. 


DR. JACK COOPER, Director of 
the Center of Continuing Education, 
has been from February through June 
Moderator of the Session and co- 
ordinator of the ministry of two 


students—Herbert Swanson, Middler, 
and Robert Miller, Senior — at the 
Hillsborough Presbyterian Church, 


Belle Mead, New Jersey. On May 10 
he preached at the United Presby- 
terian Church of New Egypt, New 
Jersey. He was elected for a second 
term to the Family Service Agency 
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of Princeton, as President, on May 
21, and on May 27 was elected to 
the Board of Directors of the Council 
of Community Services of Princeton.

Testament Tools and Studies,’ used 
internationally in Biblical research. 


During the ceremonies Dr. Metzger 
delivered to the faculty and students 
a lecture on “Names for the Name- 
less in the New Testament, a Study 
in the Growth of Christian Tradition.”
